One paper, the Soleil, says that Bangkok 
willbe bombarded bythe French gunboats 
only asa last extremity, should all other 
means of arriving at an understanding with 
Biam fail. 

The commander of the French forces in 
Siamese waters is Admiral Humann. He isa 
gon of an ex-Minister of Louis Philippe, has 
been aide-de-camp to Admiral Rigault de 
Genoullly and successively in command of 
the Hirondelle and chief of the staff to Ad- 
miral Laffont. He was one of France’s dele- 
gates atthe Anti-Slavery Conference held in 
Brussels, and is considered as good a diplo- 
mat as he is a sallor. He has three warships 
before Bangkok. 

Siam’s naval force comprises a crulser- 
yacht, the Maha Chakri, bufltasa yacht for 
the King of Siam by Ramage & Ferguson of 
Leith last year. she is painted in white and 
gold, issumptuously furnished, lighted by 
electricity and has two powerful search 
lights.

AN OFFER OF PEACE. 

BANGKOK, July 17.—The Government of 

Siam has consented to withdraw the troops 

in the Mekong Valley provided that France 
agrees to alse suspend hostilities. 


The motives which prompted France to 
substitute military action for diplomacy in 
the matter at issue between the Republic 
and Siam may be gathered from the ap- 
pended translation or an extract from a long 
article in the May 27 number of L’ Jilustra- 
tion, a periodical published in Paris. 

Our possessions and the countries over 
which we exercise a protectorate on thie 
Indo-Chinese peninsula comprise a vast 


- extent of territory, extending in one direc- 


tion uninterruptedly along the seacoast 
from the Gulf of sſam to that of Tonkin, 
and embracing, on the south, Cambodia and 
Cochin China; on the east Annam, on the 
north Tonkin. Tothe westofthe peninsula 
are the Burmese, and in the middle the 
whole country is Occupied by a numerous 
race, the Thais (a native term), who are 
divided into Siamese at the sou Shangs 
and Leus at the north, Laotians in the 
Mekong Valley and Pouthais or Muougs on 
the Annam frontier, 

„This Thairace, the most considerable of 
Indo-China, is the only one which has been 
able upto nowto maintain its independence 
in the face of European nations, whose pos- 
sessions surround it on all sides, as, stretch- 
ing from the Gulf of Stam to that of Tonkin, 
it separates the Annamites and Cambodians, 
vassals of France, from the Burmese subjects 
of England.

Morphine and Whisky Have Earned 
the Title for Lena Reed. 


Lena Reed, who was fined $10 in the First 
District Police Court this morning for being 
drunk, was found shortly after in the cage, 
where the prisoners are kept during the 
court session, suffering from the effects of 
morphine, supposed to have been taken in 
the cage, with suicidal intent. Although 
not yet 30 years of age she is classed as an 
old timer. She is a married woman 
and has one child, but is a 
slave to drink and is also addicted to the use 
ofmorphine. She attempted to commit sul- 
cide about nine months or a year ago, while 
locked upinthe holdover, by attempting to 
Grown herself in the toilet basin. She 
stopped up the escape valve “ith her hair 
and turned on the water. Whe the bowl 
became full Mrs. Reed put her headin the 
bowl, but was discovered by the turnkey and 
rescued. 

After being fined this morning she was re- 
turned to the cage to be kept until sent to the 
Work- house with the other prisoners. Some 
time later one of the other women inthe 
cage came to the screen and told Deputy 
Marshal Philip Wolf, who isin eharge of the 
cage, that something was wrong with the 
Reed woman. Entering the cage he found her 
lying on a bench in a semi-conscious condi- 
tion. He tried to arouse her, but could not. 
An ambulance was called and she was taken 
to the Dispensary and pumped oat with a 
stomache pump, after which she was sent 
to the City Hospital. 

The fact that she was allowed to have the 
morphine with her while in confinement is 
due toa careless custom prevailing at the 
Four Courts of locking up women without 
searching them, Mrs. Louisa Harris, 
the police matron, is stationed at the Four 
Courts for the purpose, among others, of 
searching female prisoners. In common 
cases, however, the searching is dispensed 
with. Mrs. Reed was arrested last night and 
was locked up without being searched.

* “MOUNTAIN AND COLORADO SAVINGS. 


The Liabilities of the People’s Savings 
Placed at €1,850,000—The First Bank 
Collapses in the City of Denver Since 
18744 Run on Another of Her Banks 
This Morning—The Missouri National 
Expects to Pay Out. 


Kansas-City, Mo., July 17.—Despite asser- 
tions of strength and the publishing ofa 
favorable statement Saturday, the Missouri 
National Bank was taken possession of by 
the Comptroller of the Ourrency shortly 


before noon to-day. 
The officers state the assets to be $1,254,785 


and the liabilities, excepting capital stock, 
about $700.000. During the run on the dif- 
ferent national banks here Saturday, quite 
arun was precipitated upon the Missouri 
National though the withdrawals 
were alone made by smail depositors. This 
morning, however, several large depositors 
withdrew their money and the amounts,run- 


ning well up into the ten thou- 
sands, made further continuance im- 
possible. For a while slight confidence 


was restored by Ferd Heim, a local brewer, 
depositing $32,000 in the concern, but this 


soon lost its effect for good. Ald 
had been asked from the Third 
National Bank of New York Oity, and 


the assistance wason the way. July 1 the 
bank paid their regular annual dividend of 3 
percent. The officers declared that depos- 

tors will be paid dollar for dollar. 

The Missouri National is a new 
bank, having opened in January, 
1891. It has a capital stock, paid in, of $250, - 
000, and its surplus is $6,000. According to 
their statement Saturday, issued in compli- 
ance with the request of the Comptroller of 
currency, cash and sight exchange were 
placed at $271,024, and the deposits at $900,763. 
The officers are: D. V. Rieger, President;

The Grand Avenue Bank, a small private 
institution, also suspended this morning to 
James P. Ruckel, who immediately took 
charge of the concern. The bank’s assets 
are placed at $200,000 and the liabilities at 
$140,000... The bank holds ample. gilt -edged 
securities to meet their obligations, and the 


officials expect to resume business 
shortly. It was rumored Saturday 
that this dank had closed, but 


it appears the officials secured money 
sufficient to tide them over till to-day, when 
it was hoped some of their securities could 
be realized on. On account of the scarcity of 
money, however, this was impossible, and it 
became necessary to close. Extreme confi- 
dence in the ability of the bank to pay dollar 
for dollar is expressed by other bankers here 
andno excitement over the temporary sus- 
Dension is manifested. L. A. Lambert 18

As unexpected as the failure of the 
National Bank of Kansas City last Friday 
came the announcement at 11:40 this morning 
that the Missouri National Bank had sus- 
pended. After the trying ordeal which all 
banks passed through Saturday it was 
thought that everybody would pull 
through. Toa Post-DISPATCH correspondent 
President Reiger of the Missouri National 
said: ‘*We paid out Saturday over $200,000 to 
depositors and expected to pull through all 
right, but unexpected demands this morn- 
ing through the Clearing-house from over- 
country correspondents and over- counter 
forced us to suspend. The bank has ample 
assets to meet all abilities and will pay 
dollar for dollar.“ 

. A. Lambert, President of the Grand 
Avenue Bank, says the bank has paid out 
since May 1 over $210,000, and that the run of 
Saturday took away $40,000. 

A run is now in progress on the Metropoll- 
tan National Bank, located in the same build- 
ing as the Missouri National, but it is not 
thought other banks will be affected. 


THREE DENVER INSTITUTIONS. 


The First Bank Failures in That City 
Since 1874. : 

DENVER, Colo., July 17.—The first bank 
failure in Denver since 1874 occurred this 
morning when the People’s Savings, the 
Colorado Savings and the Rocsy Mountain 
Dime and Dollar Savings Banks closed their 
doors. An estimate of the assets are $1,500,- 
000, with liabilities at $1,350,000. 

The Colorade Savings Bank, of which F. 
K. Atkins is President and ©. O. Atkins 
cashier. in their statement to the assignee, 
Alfred, Butters, place the open aceounts due 
depositors at $435,108.60; certificates of de- 
posit, $60,699.36; due other banks, $3,236.95; 
cashier’s checks, $625, Their assets over lia- 
bilities in what is declared to be goo com- 
mercial paper, well secured, is $73,063.72. 

F. W. Woodbury is President and G. F. 
Clark Cashier of the Rocky Mountain Dime 
and Dollar Savings Bank, of which Charles 
H. Blakeny was this morning made assignee, 
A detailed statement has not yet been made, 
but from the books of the Institution it would 
appear that the assets are $166,803.52, and 
the liabilitfes, $105,665.82. The officers of the 
institution positively assert that the des post- 
tors will not lose a dollar. It is understood 
that allthe assignments were preconcerted 
and were done for self-protection and for 
the protection of the depositors. The direct 
cause of the failures was the universal hard 
times and Inability to realize on securities. 

The President of each bank declares that 
each depositor will be paid in full and that 
the pete will resume again.

The clerk who opened the offices of the 
Western Union Building and Loan Associa- 
tion this morning was not the first man 
down.

their . depositors. Milo T. Bogard, the 
Secretary, who 80 unceremoniously 
took his departure Saturday morning, 


taking with him a check for $2,500 which had 
just bean paid in by a depositor, was eagerly 
inquired for, but the clerk had no informa- 
tion to impart in relation to 
him. Miss Katherine Price, one of 
the accountants of the concern, arrived 
early and busied herself with the stockhold- 
ers, endeavoring to calm their fears by as- 
suringthem that everything was all right 
and that they would. get their money in due 
time. She passed from one tothe other and 
talked glibly and with much positiveness. 
It's all right, Mrs, Smith,“ she would 
say; ‘‘don’tyou be a bit uneasy. You re- 
member I paid you your interest to date only 
a short time ago and you will be paid what- 


ever is due right along, just as 
before, This affair is unfortnnate, 
but not serious. Our Secretary has 


gone and there is some confusion, but that ts 
all, Another secretary will be appointed, 
but Idoubt the legality of the action, and 
just now wecan transact no business. But 
don’t let it worry you. You'll get your 
money. ; 

Her assuratices were not always received 
with credence, and as time wore on the 
crowd became greater and the accountant 
gave up her little talks and went out. 

Every now and then a clerk went out onthe 
sidewalk and invited the anxious depositors 
to come inside. I you stand out here,“ he 
said, you attract a crowd in front of the 
office.’’ , 

The seating capacity of the place was soon 
exhausted and standing room was scarcely 
tobe had. The assemblage overflowed into 

the street anda crowd gathered there in 
Spite of the efforts of the clerks. 

It was said that Secretary Bogard would 
come to the office to make a statement to the 
Directors, but little copfidence was placed in 
that by the attaches of the concern. Nine 
o’clock arrived and passed, but no Secretary 
came, and by 9:30 all hope of seeing him had 
been abandoned. 


REPORT A SHORTAGE. 


Result of the Bublding Association Di- 
rectors’ Investigations. 

The joint meeting of the directors of the 
five associations forming the Western Union 
Building and Loan Association was 
held to-day in Milo T. Bogard’s office 
at 110 North Ninth street. The 
meeting was a long one and in 


spite of all the talking that was done very 
little was accomplished, and the hundreds 
of persons who had bought stock and came 
in to see how matters were progressing were 
unable to learn whether they would get any 
of their money back. 

Edward T, Cook presided at the meeting 
and J. L. Hopkins acted as Secretary. What 
the directors talked about all through the 
three hours they were in sessfon it is hard to 
tell, inasmuch as the only, material result 
wasthe making public of the report of 
the eet ann Committee, consistin 
of F. . Udell, W. H. Foster an 
W. H. Blackwell. These ntlemen madea 
written report stating that the minutes of 
one meeting had been rewritten and falsi- 
fied by Miss Katherine Price atthe instance, 
they suppose, of Mr. Bogard. Another 
statement was that the report of Percival 
Smith, the accountant, made some months 
ago, had been dictated by Bogard and was 
incorrect, 

The report theR went onto say that all of 
the sureties give the American Surety 
Co. were in hand except one, and that was 
practically secured by a receipt for the pre- 
mium which the committee found in the 
office. 

They reported two instances where they 
alleged Bogard had taken sums of over $400, 
which he charged to the associations. One 
of these was in July for $414.77 taken by him, 
they claim, and charged tothe association.

ANOTHER EENTUCKY FEUD 


Results in the Killing of a Young Man 
Over a Trivisl Matter. 


CuRDSVILLE, Ky., July 17.—A taxi feud of 
long standing resulted yesterday morning in 
the shooting and Killing of Thomas Baird by 
Joseph 8. Byrne, a 16-year old boy. For four-

In passing the house he 
was accosted by Raird, who asked him why 
he had traveled the Byrne road. Byrne denied 
having done so. The lie was passed and 
Baird attacked Byrne. The boy tried to get 
away, but being followed he drew his revol- 
ver and shot at his enemy three times, two 
shots taking effect, one in Baird’s head and 
the other in his bowels.

from which a large gang plank was attached 
to the Harbor boat.

Iam going to have quite a number 
of little patients on my hands. Most 
of them, however, are suffering from the 
heat, and if we reach ‘the old farm’ safe and 
sound, I don’t think there will be a single 


death during the week,but on the other hand, 
there will be several lives saved, as there are 


several children now on board who could not 


have lived through the week in St. Louls.’’ 

By 7:45 the cabin deck was lined with child- 
rent, some in hammocks, others in cradles, 
some being rolled around the deck in 
baby carriages, while the sick ones were 
being tenderly cared for in the 
cabin by mothers who were already worn 
out from weeks of nursing, and the physician 
in charge. 

At exactly 8:00 Dr. Enderle announced that 
there were exactly 102 on board, and as all 
the tickets had been accounted for, Capt. 
McCiatchey gave orders to ‘‘let go.“ and 
Pilot Gilbert gave signals tothe engineer to

boat steamed up the Father of Waters under 
the Eads Bridge and onto Tree View Farm, 
among shouts and waving of handkerchiefs 
of those on the levee who had visited the 
wharfboat to see the little ones off.

CORN CROP IN KANSAS. 


Secretary Mohler Thinks It Will Be the 
Largest in the State’s History. 


Kansa8S Crrr, Mo., July 17.—Secretary 
Mohler has issued a statement. saying that 
if things continue favorable Kansas will 
have the largest corn crop in the State’s his- 
tory, with the single exception of that of 
1889, when the ylela was 78,000,000 bushels 
from an acreage of 6,820;693 acres. For the 
first time since he became secretary of the 
board, Mr. Mohler says he is unable accur- 
ately to estimate the corn acreage. He 
obtains his figures from county assessors, 
and their reports were in this year before 
farmers, whose wheat had proved a failure 
had plowed their wheat fields and plante 
them in corn. He estimates that the acreage 
will be at least 12 per cent in excess of that 
of last year, when it was 6,603,588 acres. This 
would fx the acreage for this year 6, 296,018.

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RAILWAY RATES TO THE FAIR. 


Although railway managers and pas- 
senger agents have been unusually stiff in 
their rate policy this summer there is 
some prospect that a more liberal pro- 
gramme will be adopted in the near future. 
Two or three big roads have broken away 
from the get-all-you-can policy and others 
are likely to follow ina general reduction 
of rates to Chicago. 

There is every reason to believe thata 
liberal policy will contribute to the pros- 
perity of the roads themselves. At present 
rates thousands are kept away from the 
Fair who would go gladly were it not for 
the extortion of the carriers. Every reduc- 
tion in rates, not due to idiotic wars, 
has been followed by an increase in traffic 
more than enough to make up the loss. 
Wherever legitimate competition has re- 
duced charges to a just level, there have 
great profits been earned. 
oOne fare rate for the round trip is not too 
low, and they should not be confined to 
excursion days with vexatious time limits. 
Short of this people will not be satisfied 
and will not travel. The roads can make 
money by hauling long trains full of pas- 
sengers and no harm will come to the div- 
idends of the stock and bondholders. A 
little less timidity among railway mana- 
gers is a public necessity. 


_— 
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PRIVATE SNAP LEGISLATION. 

A broker who is interested in the Nicara- 
guan Canal gives as the reason for his be- 
lief that a bill guaranteeing its bonds will 
pass Congress that ‘‘a numberof Congress- 
men themselves and a great many of their 
constituents have moneyitied up in the 
canal.“ 

This is the platform of public legislation 
for private snaps. It is the only platform 
upon which a bill guaranteeing Nica- 
raguan bonds should be passed. Such a 
bill would divert the power of the govern- 


ment to the aid of private en- 
terprise. It would devote the peo- 
ple’s credit and money to the use 


of a corporation. The adoption of the 
bill would make the United States stand 
good for $85,000,000 of bonds in order that 
Congressmen and others with money tied 
up in the canal might get their money 
back with a profit. But if Nicaragua 
canal bonds are to be guaranteed by the 
Government, why not other corporation 
bonds? If the Government goes into the 
foreign canal business why not any other 
kind of business? Why not make it a 
business concern forthe benefit of those 
who can control Congressional votes 
with stocks and bonds? 
We believe and 
are enough Oongressmen 
money tied up in the canal 
and sufficiently independent of the 
special interestinfluence of constituents 
to ‘vote against the guaranteeing of 
these canal bonds. If not, the vote will be 
a fruitful subject for investigation by the 
succeeding Congress. Democracy has no 
use for private snap legislation. 
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A PREVALENT DELUSION, 


The objection to the autumn maneuvers 
of the German army on the ground that a 
fodder famine exists in the district where 
the maneuvers are to take place is lightly 
evaded by ths Kaiser’s Ministers with the 
statement that fodder will be purchased 
and provided for the army horses and the 
Government will pay for all food consumed 
by the troops, It is even urged that the 
expenditure of money necessary to defray 
the cost of the maneuvers and the con- 
sumption of food and fodder will be bene- 
ficial to the people. 

Who pays for the food and fodder con- 
sumed and to what purpose is it destroyed? 
Every cént the German Government ex- 
pends for the autumn maneuyers and the 
support of the army comes out of the 
pockets of the people of Germany. The 
Government depends upon taxes alone for 
its sources and the people pay the taxes. 
It is the people’s own money which they 
receive in return for their food and 
fodder. 

This food and fodder which the people 
exchange for their own money represents 
wealth which might be devoted to the 
production of more wealth—more food and 
fodder, It might be used for creating 
brains, bone and muscle for the heneficial, 
wealth-creating activities of agriculture, 
manufacture and commerce. Instead of 
thatit is consumed in activities which have 
for their object the destruction of brains, | 
bone and muscle. In so far as these activ-

TAXING A CORPORATION. 

There is trouble between the Atchison, 

Topeka & Santa Fe Railway and the State 
authorities of Kansas over the tax bill 
which the company has been requested to 
pay. The valuation put upon the property 
by the State is $20,000,000, while the com- 
pany» contend that $9,000,000 will fully 
cover. the value of the property subject to 
taxation in Kansas. 
It is impossible for one not acquainted 
with the ins and outs of the tangled sys- 
tem known as the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe consolidated to speak positively 
concerning the actual value of its property, 
but if the stock and bond issues are any 
criterion the highest of those two estimates 
ismuch toolow. The stock and bonded 
debt amount to more than $330,000,000, of 
which probably one-fourth, $83,000,000, 
should be located in Kansas. Leaving the 
debt out of account the stock representing 
Kansas mileage is not less than $40,000,000, 
which is still double the State’s estimate of 
the value. 

It thus appears that while the company 
is willing to pay taxes on property worth 
9,000,000, they are in possession of a 
taxing privilege over the people of the 
State equal to the difference between the 
actual worth of the plant, according to 
their own statement, and the paper valua- 
tion as shown in their reports. This dif- 
ference, or $74,000,000, is the capitalized 
value of the franchises they hold from the 
Kansans, and which has no basis in any- 
thing but Kansas’ good nature, which 
tolerates such corporate monstrosities. 

There is something wrong in the cor- 
poration laws under which such abuses 
are possible. A taxing privilege conferred 
upon a transportation company is bound 
to be as tyrannous as the most despotic of 
Kings, for the holders of corporate stock 
and bonds expect dividends, and their 
servants will screw charges up to the high- 
est point in order to satisfy their demands. 
The reform of these abuses and of the laws 
under which they thrive will occupy some 
of the best intelligence of this country for 
the next quarter of a century.

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AGAINST PROTEST. 
shal Murphy Saddled With the Awful 
Responsibility for the Disaster to His 
¥iremen—Autocratic Attitude cf Capt, 
_ Fitspatriok—Clearing Away the Debris 
War cf Recrimination. | 


Curcaco, III., July 17.—John B. Skinner, 
President ofthe Hercules Iron Works, the 
company owning the cold storage building 
burned last Monday, lays the blame for the 
terrible loss of life upon Assistant Fire Mar- 
shal Murphy. He insists that a blunder was 
made in the face of repeated warnings from 
employes in the building. Capt. Fitzpatrick 
was with Marshal Murphy. The men, Mr. 

Skinner declares, would not listen to the ad- 
monitions of the nen who knew the struc- 


ture and the danger of an ascent to the 


tower. 

**Theré is one side of this fire case that has 
not yet been told,“ said Mr. Skinner yester- 
„suppose it will all come out before 
the Coroner, if the Coroner keeps his promise 
that he will go tothe bottom of the affair. 
There was absolutely no excuse for the loss 
ot a single life. The firemen were informed 


our employes that there was fire below 


re they went up into the tower. They 
were begged notto go up,andthe danger 
Was pointed out in advance, when there was 
nty of time to order down such as were 
yup. Amongthose who warned the 
men, and who Is ready do testify to the fact, 
is Walter M. Donaldson, the office manager 
of the business part of the storage 
and ice department. e went into the 
tower and informed himself. of the state of 
fire below before the fireman arrived. 
aldson had been present during the 
whole period of construction and was famil- 
jar with the building, and was in every way 
competent to act as a guidetothe fire fight- 
ers. He could not have been mistaken for an 
outsider, either. As spon as the firemen ar- 
rived he hunted up Capt. Fitzpatrick and 
found him on the rink floor with his men, 
some of whom were armed with axes. He 
asked the captain to chop a hole below and 
turn the hose on the fire in the lower part of 
the tower. He emphasized and repeated his 
tement that the bottom was the place to 
ght the fre. 

Jo these directions and entreaties Capt. 
Fitzpatrick answered: ‘You go to——. I'm 
running this thing.’ 

They were trying to carry three leads of 
hose 2 once, and were making no head- 
way. Notwithstanding his rebuff Donald- 
son, appreciating the situation and neces 
sity for greater haste, begged him to get one 
up. Capt. Fitzpatrick answered he would 
get three up or none. 

A. J. Brauch,“ continued Mr. Skinner, in 
response to a request for the names of the 
other witnesses, one of our men, also asked 
Capt. Fitzpatrick to work on the base of the 
tower and aht the fire, which was already 
there. The Captain, foran answer, fetched 
him a backhanded blow with the fiat 
of his hand, which knocked him 8 
or 10 feet. Mr. Alsip, the architect, 
was one who also advised the men of the 
danger and told them the fire was below be- 
fore they went up and begged. them not to 
ascend. Marshal Murphy stood there and in 
spite of this information actually drove his 
men to their deaths. Upon the information 
we had given them some of the firemen hes:- 
tated and demurred. The marshal was heard 

to shout to them by at least two ot our

Her .assailant walked behind them 
for the distance of about twenty-five 
feet, and suddenly running forward plunged 
a knife into the right shoulder of Miss 
Heitzgo. She screamed and several persons 
who saw the act ran towards her, while the 
man took to his heels and escaped. Tue 
wounded girl was taken into one of the 
1 in the neighborhood and Dr. Heinrich 
called. 

Miss Heitzgo could give no reason for the 
assault this morning and has only a vague 
idea of whoher assallantis. She states that 
last Friday she attended a steamboat excur- 
sion and there met a young man whose name 
she does not remember. She danced with 
him*once or twice. He asked permission to 
call on her and was refused. She did not see 
the face of her assailant, but from his size 
and build believes it to be the man whom she 
met on the steamboa The man is de- 
scribed as being about years of age, 5 feet 
9 and quite heavy, dark clothes and white 
straw hat with black band. The police be- 
lieve it to be the outcome of some love affair, 
but Miss Heitzgo says that she has no gen- 
tlemen friends at all.

now HE AND BIS WIFE TOOK THE 
LIVE OF LUDWIG BRANDT. 


For Many Months the Detectives ren. 
lowed the Murdorer’s Trail—He Is 
Now on the Way to New York Closely 
Guarded by Detectives—-The Woman 
Too Il to Leave Detroit. 


New Yor, July 17.—Dr. Henry C. Meyer, 
whose record asa poisoner outdoes that of 
any criminal known in this country, is now 
on the way to New York closely guarded by 
two detectives, who will land him in the 
Tombs to-morrow. They left Detroit yes- 


terday afternooon. 
Mrs. Meyer, who is too 1 to make the 


journey, naving given birth toa, child since 
her arrest, is under strict surveillance of de- 
tectives at the hospital where she is receiv- 
ing medical attendance, and as soon as the 
doctors say she can travel she will be brought 
on to New York. The woman is doing well, 
and in ten days from now may be strong 
enough to make the trip. : 

There is good ground for the belief that 
when Meyer 1s put on trial there will be evi- 
dence to show tbat he has put five persons to 
death by meansof poison. His victims were 
his first wife, hisown child, Henry Gildeman 
of Chicago, Ludwig Brandt o! New York, and 
an alleged wife in Toledo. Besides this start - 
ling list of victims it is believed that he gave 
poison to three other persons with the inten- 
tion of killing them. Those were an old man 
in Chicago, Mary Neiss, at South Bend, Ind., 
and Meyers’ second wife, Glideman’s widow, 


in Chicago. 

The hunting down ofthe man and his as- 
sistant has been a hard task. For fifteen 
months the Pinkertons have deen on his trail 
secretly, and with indcmitable patience—for 
a great Insurance company never wearies of 
following to destruction those who dare to 
cheat its treasury—the almost hidden strands 
have been unraveled, until to-day, when the 
prey has been trapped at last the authorities 
bave what they believe to be an impregnable 
case,and one which will lead straight to 
Sing Sing, and perhaps furnish the first 
womantosit in the chair of the electric 
death. 

The specific crime for which the Meyers 
have been arrested was consummated in 
New York City. March 30, 1892, when Ludwig 
Brandt died of antimonial poison adminis- 
tered by his wife (who was Mrs. Meyer in 
reality), under the prescription of her mur- 
derous husband. At that time the couple, 
who are charged with many murders, had 
grown so accustomed tothe poisoning dust 
ness that they had growp careless and 
opened the door to suspicion. D. R. Gillette, 
the Superintendent of Revision of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Co., stole into that 
door, and it was not long before he had set 
on foot the investigation which has led to 
such startling results. 

The victim of the latest murder, Ludwig 
Brandt, was a well-knowy criminal, He had 
served a term in the German prisons and had 
been forced to come to America. He fell in 
with Dr. Meyer aud his wife, whom he did 
not know to be married, and became infatu- 
ated with the woman, who was possessed of 
the arts which allure mentotheir destruc- 
tion. she played the part which she had 
played before. She pretended tobe deeply 
in love with Brandt, who was masquerading 
under the name of Gustav Maria Joseph 
Baum, and when she had got into his con- 
dence she proposed a crime to which he 
readily acceded. Brandt was to take out in- 
surance policies in several companies on his 
life, and then, with the help of Meyer, acting 
as his doctor, was to become a bogus eorpse. 
With the help of the certificates signed by 
Meyer and a cadaver obtained by some one 
of the means knowntothe medical frater- 
nity, they hoped to secure the money on his 
policies. 

In order to make things simpler and more 
in order, Mrs. Meyér was married to Baum 
Feb. 19, 1892, while Meyer, at that time wean 
ing the alias of Dr. Henry Reuter, kept in the 
background and boarded with them at No. 
820 Kast Thirteenth street. Meantime Baum 
had taken out insurance policies in the Wasn - 
ington Life for $.000, inthe New York Life 
for $1,000,in the Etna Life for $1,000 and in the 
Mutual Life for $3,500. Before his marriage 
he had the policies made but to his prospect- 
ive wife, statingthat her name was Emilie 
Rathier, a niece of Dr. Meyer. The marriage 
took place in Chicago, the knot being tied by 
Rev. F. Werner of No. 88 Park street. On the 
part of Brandt, scoundrel though he was, it 
seems to have been a.genuine love affair. 

But it was nota partofthe scheme of the 
poisoners to take any permanent partners 
into their business. They Delieved that dead 
men told no tales, and that they knew a trick 
better than that proposed to Brandt, They 
had found it safer to give the insurance com- 
panies the real bodies ofthe insured, and 
Meyer's knowledge as a doctor had so far 
stood him in good stead, though he had had 
some Darrow escapes from punishment, 

And so, when Baum was taken sick with 
intestinal troubles, it was no bogus illness, 
but genuine, and Dr. Meyer took good care 
that he sould get no better. The man never 
suspected that he was in the clutches of 
people who were urging him on to death. 
lila wife nursed him with apparent Solici- 
tude, and his senses were kept lethargic with 
opiates. He never knew that he had been 
Gone to death by his friends and partners in 
crime. 

After his death Dr. Simon Minden of No, 118 
Kast Twelfth street was called in, When 
the symptoms were detailed to him he agreed 
with ‘‘Dr. Reuter’’ that death was due to 
chronic dysentery, and readily signed the 
burial certificate. 

Three months after the burial of Baum the 
Coroner had his body exhumed and placed 
the stomach inthe hands of Prof. Doremus 
and Deputx Coroner Walsh for chemical 
analysis, This work was prosecuted with 
the utmost thoroughness and care, and it 
was not until a few days ago that the chem- 
ists made cheir report, to the effect that they 
bad found enough antimony in the stomach 
to kill—more than could possibly have been 
eves under any honest prescription. Prof. 

oremus is prepared to swear positively 
that Brandt or Baum died of antimonial 
poisoning. 

The case now came into the hands of In- 
spector McLaughlin’s department, and his 
men were asked to locate and arrest the 
Meyers. Detective Sergeants Von Gerichten 
and Trainer went to Detroit, where the 
couple were said to have located. They soon 
found that they were not the only detectives 
on the ground, for there were men from Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati and Toledo, also seeking to 
run down the poisoners for similar crimes 
perpetrated in their respective cities. But 
the New York men were the first to find 
them, andthey brought back to New York a 
report of their discoveries. The New York 
authorities worked quickly. Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin and ae in . men were anx- 
fous to have them tried here, for the New 
York District Attorney’s office has estab- 
ined a rep ewe for securing convictions

ABYSSMAL DERE OF THE SEA. 


Beauties 116 Slime at the 
Bottom ofthe Ocean. 


From the Cosmopolitan. | 

The new submarine world now explored 
and mapped out presats a very different 
picture from that paisted for us by the poets. 
But a short time has @apsed since the bot- 
tom of the ocean was n to be the 
counterpart of the faq ofthe earth above 
water—with hills and yaliers, with precipl- 
tous mountains lifting tuwara the surface 
and profound gorges sinkiag to unfathom- 
able depths. he ocegn floor is far less di- 
versified than the land. Here and there, to 
be sure, islands in miocea are the summits 
of enormous mountalbs, rising more or less 
abruptly from a generally level surface, and 
the sea lying over a nérrow depressed region 
in the Northwestem Pacific reaches its 
greatest depth. But his is exceptional; in 
its general character the ocean bottom con- 
sists of vast flat or slightly undalating plains. 
An extraordinary c¥cumstance that has 
been noticed with intafest, and that always 
creates surprise wen first learned, is the 
entire absence of fqeign matters in the 
deeper part of the ocejin’s floor, Of all the 
vessels lost in midoc@an, ofall the human 
beings that have been drowned, of all the 
marine animals that have perished, of all 
the clay, sana * gravel let fall by 
dissolving icebergs, of all the various 
sudstances drifted 2 2 every shore by 


shifting currents—n a trace remains; 
but in their pla water from 1.000 
to 2,500 fathoms in depth covers the uniform 
deposits of thick, tiuish, tenacious siime 
called globigerina oote. At ofthis under a 
powerful lens is a revelatih of beauty not 
readily forgotten. ‘the oce is composed al- 
mostentirely of the daintist, most delicate- 
ly-beautiful shells im@giabdle. At depths 
greater than 2,500 fat the bottom of the 
sen consists .wzainly of foducts arrising from 
exposure, for almost tcaiculable periods, to 
the chemical action offea water, of pumice 
and other volcanic maters. This finally re- 
sults in the formation the red clay deposits 
that are considered ciiracteristic of the pro- 
founcest depths of thocean. Carbonate of 
lime, which in the fon of shells of foramini- 
fera makes up so larg a part of the gion 
gerina ooze, is here anost entirely absent. 
sea water is very nealy a universal solvent, 
and before any shell,arge or small, reaches 
the bottom of thesetremendous abyssms it 
is chemically eaten b, literally dissolved— 
a result which the enrmous pressure of the 
water must matenlly hasten. At 1,000 
fathoms the weight othe water pressing on 
all sides of an object nhmersed to that depth 
is very nearly one too the square inch, or 
more than one hundri times that sustained 
at sea level, and at tbh greatest depths the 
pressure is so ineresed that it would seem 
nothing could withmnd it; in fact, heavy 
metaicylinders let own with the sounding 
apparatus are sometiies, on being drawn up 
again to the surfac; found bent and col- 
lapsed; strongly-mad glass vessels which 
the metal inclosed te shattered into frag- 
ments. 

In the profoundest aysms of the sea are 
strange forms of life tät never, suve when 
brought up by the fawl, see the upper 
light. The work carrid on by means of the 
United States Fish Comission vessel, the 
Albatross, has é6staDshed the fact that 
forms of sea life inhab&nga the upper waters 
may descend to about 1, 0 feet from the 
surface, but that belowhlis toa depth of 300 
or 360 fathoms a barn zone intervenes, 
where marine life see absent. But still 
deeper, strange to say,jas been discovered 
an abundant and varnd fauna, new to 
science, living under qnditions of tremen- 
dous pressure and papity of the Ilife-sus- 
taining elements of oxyen.

OPEN SPACES IN CITIES. 


The Great Advantages Arising From 

Parks in Centers of Great Population. 
From Meehan’s Monthly. 

Under the lead of Councilman Thomas 
Meehan, Philadelphia, during the past ten 
years, has embarked in the project of secur- 
ing open spaces, of between five and ten 
acres, for its massed population. The city Is 
under the disadvantage, so far as it may be 
a disadvantage in some cases, of not being 
allowed by the constitution to borrow more 
than 7 per cont of the amount of the assessed 


valuation of its property and that 7 per cent 
was reached before the passage of the new 
constitution. It is unable to borrow and 
these small spaces have to be acquired out 
of annual taxaticn. It is to its 
credit that, under these circumstances, it 
has already secured a number of open a ye 
to the vaiue of probably $3,000,000, an 
work of locating is still going on, though 
necessarily slow under these financial condi- 
tions. These open spaces are not intended 
so much as mere beauty spots, laid out as 
gardens, which the eye of the esthetic can 
aione revelin, butare for practical use—for 
physical enjoyment as wellas mere mental 
recreation and the supply of pureair. Other 
cities are going on in the same line, and es- 
pecially in the Old World—the city of London 
especially leadingin the work. In a 
great measure these results are owing to the 
establishment of organizations which look 
after these special objects, In Philadelphia 
they have a City Park Association, which 
backs up and encourages the progress of the 
movement, and tLe city of London has a 
Public Garden association which follows up 
the same work there. Philadelphia is not de- 
ending alone on the city, but private parties 
requently subscribe, or even donate the 
squares wholly. In the case of one of the 
squares, Known as Vernon Park, costing 
$175,000, the citigens subscribed $20,000 
toward helping the city pay forit, and twoor 
three similar parks have been free gifts. The 
same is true of the London association—and 
much is made of the tact that recently 
the Princess Louise, well known to 
Canadians and Americans, subscribed 
a considerable sum towardit. <A subscrip- 
tion of $25,000 was also made recently for the 
improvement of Soho square—the arrange- 
ment of which open space was wholly the 
work of the association. The city itself only 
paid $15,000 toward it. Three million dollars 
are also being raised to make an open space 
of whatis known asthe Hackney marshes. 
In addition to this one great society, London 
has inconnection withit, what are known 
as Open Space Associations, which take in 
especially the collection of funds to heip the 
city inthe work. The great misfortune with 
most people is that they expect municipal 
bodies of counties or of cities to do eyery- 
thing out of taxation.

Association Secretaryships. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

The trouble into which the Western Union 
Building Associations have been thrown In 
consequence of the reflections upon their 
Secretary emphasises the importance of the 
prompt passage by the State Legislature of 
an amendment to the building association 


law prohibiting a secretary from acting for 
more than one goclety. It is said that a man 
cannot serve two masters andir thisistrue 
itis difficult to see how a man cah.represent 
five, six and even eight associations with 
conflicting interests. This Pooh bahism is 
very profitable to the man who divides him- 
self up into five, six or eight parts and sells 
each to an association at $75 and $100 a 
month, but it is scarcely fair to the members 
Of any or all of the associations. 

It frequently happens that all of the asso- 
ciations are needing money at one time. 
How, then, is the Secretary to determine 
with which association to place money left 
with him for deposit? A’still greater dim- 
culty arises from the ease with which funds 
can be ‘‘borrowed’’ without the sanction of 
the board. A man with half a dozen associa- 
tions can use the money paid into No. 1 
for his own purposes, and then when the 

ayments for No. 2 come in bank them for 
No. 1, and thus continue the rotation until 
he is tempted to ‘‘borrow’’ from two or 
more at once. after which caution is thrown 
to tit winds and disaster follows. I 
served as director in an association which 
paid $100a month for a part of a Secretary 
and make the suggestion as to the restrict- 
ing of multiple secretaryships in conse- 
quence of the discoveries made by the board 
while I was a member of it. A salary of $100 
a month for services which can be easily 
rendered in one or two hours a day at the 
outside is sufficient renumeration and there 
is no need for several societies to combine 
and each pay full salary for a portion ofa 
man’s time. 

I believe one result of the scandal of Satur- 
day will be a careful overhauling of building 
association accounts in the interests of the 
very large numbér of societies which are 
absolutely sound and which offer to wage- 
earners facilities for acquiring homes, which 
cannot be duplicated or even approached,

Ii such is the case, there is no 
use for the many friends of the postmen to 
carry this subject further, for it is a well- 
known fact thata woman will have the last 
word, and whether she is right or wrong, 
will stili hold to her original opinion. 

but, before closing, allow me to say that 
whether ‘‘Decency’’ be male or female and 
he or she were expecting a letter from 
father, mother, sister or brother, I doubt not 
but what he or she would be just as giad to 
receive it fromthe hands of a coatless mail 
carrier as fromthe hand of the postmaster 
himself in full dress.

FIRST-CLASS. 


Lamplighter Is No Longer the King of 
the Turf. 


SPENDTHRIFT'’S SON THE GREATEST 
FAILURE OF THE SEASON. 


His Defeat at Chicago Shows He Is Not 
What His Owner Thought Him to 
Be—Why the Browns Are Weak at 
the Bat—Athletics—General Sporting 
News. 


Lamplighter, Pierre Lorrillard’s costly 
brown son of Spendthrift, the sire of Michael 
F. Dwyer’s wonderful campaigner, Kings- 
ton, and the imported mare Torchlight, which 
the Rancocas stable proprietor purchased 
from Messrs. Brown and Rogers last sum- 
mer for $30,000, is not the performer this 
season he was last by any means. The colt 
in his 8-year-old work last year defeated the 
best 8-year-olds out on the Eastern circuit, 
with the exception of Marcus Daly’sTammany 
in addition to also outrunning some of the 
best all-aged handicap performers on the 
American turf, including Banquet, Montana, 
Yo Tambien, Reckon, Faraday, Charade, 
Strathmeath, Pactolus, The Pepper and 
Loantaka. His success in lowering the 
colors of such race horses as those included 
in the above list led Mr. Lorillard to come to 


doubt, this year the best race horse on the 
American turf. In fact, so firm was 
he in his belief that he announced 
that if the colt was successful 
in landing the Brooklyn handicap this 
spring he would take him to England and 
race him against the champion English thor- 
oughbreds. Lamplighter went tothe post 
the choice of the general public for the 
Brooklyn handicap but he falled tu win, aud 
his non-success was attributedto the fact 
that he wascut down several times during 
the race. According to rumors in circulation 
after the race was run Mr. Lorrilard went 
on record as stating that he thanked the 
stars the colt ever came out ofthe race 
alive. The public seemed to be satis- 
fied with this explanation and, when 
Lamplighter went tothe post, for the Subur - 
ban handicad, he was again made the favor- 
ite by the general public, who scrambled 
over one another in their eagerness to back 
the son of Spendthrift. This time the colt 
went down in defeat once more, but not even 
Mr. Lorrillard claimed that the race had not 
been run on its merits and some of the ad- 
mirers of the Rancocas stable crack began to 
think he was not such a wonderful performer 
after all. The better portion ofthem, how- 
ever, still stuck to him and it wastheir 
money that went in on him this day a 
week ago at Monmouth Park, when young 
Jacob Ruppert’s light-weighted 38-year-old 
Ajax, to the surprise of every one, bowled 
him over. This broke the camel’s back, and 
the star of the much vaunted Lamplighter 
had surely set. 

This was the last time the general public 
backed him, and when he went to the Dogt 
forthe Columbus handicap at Washington 
Park Saturday he opened at 4to i, but soon 
lengthened out toSand6tol. This was the 
best price offered against him this season. 
W hat is left of his admirers insist that the 
big weight the coit shouldered in all his 
races this season is what has been the 
cause Of his poor showing. John Huggins, who 
has trained the colt since Mr. Lorillard pur. 
chased him and knows as much about his 
running abilities as anyone, has -always 
maintained that while he is a dead game 
horse and would stay over almost any route, 
his stride is too short to entitle him to be 
classed with performers like Salvator and 
Hindoo. ‘the tremendous imposts that have 
been saddled upon him, ares also thinks, 
have had much to do with Lis poor showing.

Passed Away at Hotel Pomeroy in New
